In lug's papers and the old gentleman 
took pains to give him some word 
about his own childhood. "His mother 
told him some years later, when he 
was old enough to be Interested In his- 
torical events and personages, 
that 


when be was a year old the nurse, tak- 
ing him out In his baby carriage, saw 
nt th<; corner of Broadway General 
Washington passing by on horseback. 
The nurse, holding up the little boy. 
(••ailed out to the general that here was 
a boy that had been named after him. 
and she hoped that the general would 
be willing to give the boy his blessing 


"Little VVashirigtons were not so 


plenty In 1784 as they became in later 
jears, and the general was quite ready 
to delay his ride for the purpose of giv- 
ing a greeting to his little namesake. 
He took the boy up on the saddle and. 
placing his band upon the little one's 
bead, gave him a formal blessing. I 
looked up with interest at the head 
that had been touched by Washington, 
and then, found myself perplexed at 
Mr. Irviug's word that I should not see 
the spot on which the general's band 
had rested. 


"I spoke to my father afterward 


about the incident, and he said. 'Why. 
you stupid, don't you know that Mr. 
Irving wears a wig?"" 


MYSTERY OF THE EEL 


EMPEROR PENGUINS. 


Very 
Ceremonious They 
Are With 


Their Bows and Speeches. 


In Sir Ernest Shackleton's "The 


Heart of the Antarctic" there is a 
chapter by James Murray, the biolo- 
gist of the expedition, on those queer 
creatures, the penguins. The follow- 
ing is an extract: 


"Their resemblance to human beings 


is always noticed. This is partly due 
to their hiibit of walking erect, but 
there are truly a great many human 
traits about them. They are the civ- 
ilized natives of these regions. 


"Emperor penguins are very cere- 


monious in meeting other Emperors or 
men or dogs. They come up to a par- 
ty of strangers in a straggling pro- 
cession, some big. Important alder- 
manic fellow leading. At a respectful 
distance from the man or dog they 
halt, the old male waddles up and 
bows gravely till his beak 
almost 


touches his breast 
Keeping his bead 


bowed, be makes a long speech in a 
muttering manner, short sounds fol- 
lowing in groups of four or five. Hav- 
ing finished the speech, the head is 
still kept bowed a few seconds for po- 
liteness' sake, then It is raised, and he 
looks in your face to see if you have 
understood. If you have not compre- 
hended, as is usually the case, be tries 
again. 
He is very patient with your 


stupidity. 


"Their most solemn ceremonies were 


used toward the dogs, and three old 
fellows have been seen calmly bowing 
and speaking simultaneously to a dog. 
which, for its part was yelping and 
straining at Its chain in the effort to 
get at them." 


The Provencal Tongue. 


Mistral, the great Provencal poet 


has been likened to Robert Burns for 
the work he did. But Burns' task was 
child's piny compared with Mistral's. 
The Scottish poet found his language 
fully grown and completely alive: Mis- 
tral had to create his means of ex- 
pression.

resemblance to a literary tongue, and 
the now poet-patriot had to mold it 
afresh, to recreate nnd to build up ou 
the ruins left by the vineyard nnd the

"Our Provencal." said Mistral, 


"was a country lass, ragged and wild." 
She Is now a wonderfully 
beautiful 


creature, but it is doubtful whether all 
the genius of Mistral can keep her 
nlive. 
The educational reformer In 


France docs not like such irregular 
beauty.—Chicago News.

studied the eel Is the most remarkable 
and the least understood. 
Its life his- 


tory Is mysterious and as slippery aa 
its own skin. 


Its breeding grounds are the mid- 


Atlantic, 
at 
what 
depth 
nobody 


knows. 
During the year the larval 


eel remains at sea It never eats and 
grows constantly smaller. 
It finally 


starts Hwlmmlug toward the mouth oC 
some fresh water stream—often one 
that is a thousand miles away. 


On arrival at Its destination the eel 


promptly changes from the thinness 
of a visiting card and a transparency 
that permits only Its glistening black 
eyes to be seen to the plgmented 
snakelike fish that Is trapped and 
speared on the coast and in the rivers. 


As soon as the eel has brought forth 


its first spawning of 15,000.000 to 20,- 
000,000 eggs It dies, but just bow Its 
existence ends or why It should be cut 
off so short remains a mystery. One 
thing is certain, no adults come in 
from the sea. no adults remain in the 
streams. 


The eel Is a vertebrate animal which 


emerges from an egg less than one- 
tweuty-fifth of an inch in diameter. 
It grows to a length of three inches In 
perhaps a year, and during that time 
is buffeted about on the high seas and 
drifts over a distance of 1.000 miles 
or more. 


Yet during all this period the eel 


takes no food whatever and Is doubt- 
less incapable of doing so. owing to 
the unprepared condition of its diges- 
tive organs.—New York American.

EMPEROR PENGUINS.

In Sir Ernest Shackleton's “The 
Heart of the Antarctic” there is a 
chapter by James Murray, the biolo­ 
gist of the expedition, on those queer 
creatures, the penguins. 
The follow­ 
ing Is an extract: 


“Their resemblance to human beings 
is always noticed. 
Tills is partly due 
to their habit of walking erect, but 
there are truly a great many human 
traits about them. 
They are the civ« 
illzed native* of these regions. 


“Emperor penguins are very cere­ 
monious in meeting other Emperors or 
men or dogs. They come up to a par­ 
ty of strangers in a straggling pro* 
cession, some big. Important, alder- 
manic fellow leading. 
At a respectful 
distance from the man or dog they 
halt, the old male waddles up and 
bows gravely till his beak almost 
touches his breast 
Keeping his head 
bowed, lie makes a long speech in a 
muttering manner, short sounds fol* 
lowing in groups of four or five. Hav* 
Ing finished the speech, the head la 
still kept bowed a few seconds for po­ 
liteness' sake, then It U raised, and he 
looks in your face to see if you have 
understood. 
If you have not compre­ 
hended. as is usually the case, he tries 
again. 
He is very patient with your 
stupidity. 


•‘Their most solemn ceremonies were 
used toward the dogs, and three old 
fellows have been seen calmly bowing 
and speaking simultnneously to a dog, 
which, for its part, was yelping and 
straining at its chain in the effort to 
get at them.99

One 
thing is certain, no adults come la 
from the sea, no adults remain In tbs 
streams. 


The eel Is a vertebrate animal which 
emerges from an egg less than on* 
twenty-fifth of an inch fn diameter. 
It grows to a length of three Inches In 
perhaps a year, and during that tlms 
Is buffeted about on the high seas and 
drifts over a distance of 1,000 miles 
or more. 


Yet during all this period the eel 
takes no food whatever and Is doubt­ 
less incapable of doing so, owing to 
the unprepared condition of Its diges» 
tlve organs.—New York American.

Realizes Life's Ambition. 


SOME GLIMPSES OF HER LIFE 


Points In the Career of a Woman 


Never Before Given to the Public 


—Family Was Always Her 


First Consideration. 


New York.—In a secluded corner of 


the state of New York, a quiet little 
old woman of seventy-five years en- 
joyed the realization of her her life's 
ambition on Tuesday, September 8. 


On that morning she attained her 


golden wedding anniversary—the goal 
of her existence. 
Surrounded by all 


the luxuries that belong to the wife 
of the richest man in the world, she 
cares only for the pleasures of the 
thrifty housewife and the bestowing 
of little charities that might be the 
pride of a prosperous business man. 


Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, one of the 


principals in a golden wedding anni- 
versary that is gojden In every sense, 
Is the personification of simplicity in 
dress thought and manner. 


There are plenty of 50-year wedding 


anniversaries in these days. 
But sel- 


dom do the very rich and less often 
do the very richest dwell together In 
peace and companionship through half 
a century of. nuptial experience, re- 
sisting the onslaught of time and the 
wear and tear incident to the amass- 


John D. Rockefeller. 


ing of fortune and all the burdens 
that money brings until they reach 
an age sufficiently ripe to plan for 
golden weddings. 


So the 
Rockefeller 
anniversary, 


whicl? fell on September 8, was unique 
In many ways. 


It was in Cleveland, O., on a bright 


autumn day In 1864 that Laura Ce- 
lestia Spelman and John D. Rockefel- 
ler took their nuptial vows. The bride- 
groom was twenty-five and the bride 
was almost the same age, her birth- 
day succeding her wedding day. 


Their romance had its foundation 


in an acquaintanceship when both 
were in grammar school at Cleveland, 
and ripened after Miss Spelman had 
finished her education at a boarding 
school in Worcester, Mass., and re- 
turned in 1859 to Cleveland to teach. 
Mr. Rockefeller had been a clerk in 
a Cleveland commission house, but 
about this time he entered into the 
partnership of Clark & Rockefeller m 
the commission business, and laid the 
foundation for his fortune in furnish- 
ing food supplies to the Union army 
at the outset of the Civil war. 
His 


sweetheart agreed to wait for him 
until he had firmly established him- 
self, and their wedding was deferred 
until John, with the 'fruits of his com- 
mission business invested, launched 
Into the oil industry with Andrews, 
Clark & Co., in 1862. 


The story of how Rockefeller rose 


to fortune subsequently by the forma- 
tion of the successive concerns of Wil- 
liam Rockefeller & Co., and the vari- 
ous Standard Oil companies, culminat- 
ing in the Standard trust, is familiar 
to almost every schoolboy 
But what 


of his wife, this little woman of to 
day? 


Never a strong girl and of less than 


average physical size, she was al- 
ways of the bv.eete.st disposition and 
most kindly thought. 
She was the 


daughter of Harvey HUP! Spelman, 
who emigrated from his, native Massa- 
chusetts to Akron, O., where he be- 
came a successful 
iliy goods mer- 


chant 
He was an educator and a 


member of the Ohio legislature an 
ardent Congregationahbt and aboli- 
tionist 
He removed to Cleveland 


when Laura was a ohiIJ. 
in Cleve- 


land the attended grammar school, 
and after a course in the East taught 
in Cleveland for five years, giving up 
pedagogy for matrimony. Her moth- 
er was an active W C. T U. worker, 
and the (laughter followed in her foot- 
steps. She was indefatigable in her 
work for temperance, for the noor, 
for those ill 
She "went about doing 


good." 


Despile her long residence) in New 


York city and her immense wealth, she 
never figured in the socioly of the 
metropolis. 
She sought, rather, the 


hospitals to visit, comfort and give 
financial help to those ill. And when 
her childre,n were large enough they 
made their regular visits to tho-sick, 


carrying flowers. She has taken a 
deep interest in the welfare of col- 
ored girls in the South, in which 
work her father was interested before 
her. In fact, Spelman pater estab- 
lished the Spelman seminary at At- 
lanta, Ga., for negro girls, and since 
his death this institution has been 
supported by Mrs. Rockefeller. 


Mrs. Rockefeller's chief occupation 


in life has been the rearing of her 
four children. Another child died in 
infancy. 
Society never claimed her 


from her children and she never has 
had any interest that was considered 
as approaching her family in impor- 
tance. 


Mrs. Rockefeller trained her chil- 


dren in the ways of thrift just as she 
might have done if she had expected 
that they would be compelled to make 
their u\vu wuy m hie. She t.ei 
an example in this respect in her 
manner of dress and in the direction 
of her household, even when this 
involved the great home and grounds 
at Pocantico Hills, Tarrytown, N. 
Y. 
Her 
social 
circles always in- 


cluded only the old friends of the 
family—friends made during the early 
days when nobody suspected that John 
Rockefeller, commission merchant,ever 
would be the richest man in the world. 
Even this limited number of friends 
often was neglected m order that the 
mother might devote all of her time 
to her children. 


During recent 
years 
when Mrs. |, 


Rockefeller appeared in public she al- 
ways was clad in the same simple 
style. 
She wore a black silk gown 


with white lace trimmings at the 
throat and cuffs, with a neat black 
coat to match. 


Nobody ever discovered that Mrs 


Rockefeller was greatly interested in 
the wealth that her husband spent 
his life in amassing. 
She suffered 


much because of it. She suffered when 
her husbJind faced numerous attacks 
in newspapers and magazines that 
had to do with his methods of making 
money and she suffered when he was 
the defendant in several government 
prosecutions that were brought on for 
the same reason. 


But that practically was the only In- 


terest she had in the money credited 
:o her husband's account at the bank 


his numerous banks, to be ex- 


act. 
Any business man with an in- 


come of $5,000 a year could have pro- 
vided his wife with the same luxu- 
ries that Mrs. Rockefeller enjoyed. 


Most of the charities of the Rocke- 


feller family were left to the husbaad 
or his aids to handle. Mrs. Rocke- 
feller, however, enjoyed 
bestowing 


funds in certain directions herself. 


A needy distant relative was inca- 


pacitated. A home was built and given 
to him free of all cost by Mrs Rocke- 
feller. 


The church Interests of this richest 


wife have always been important In 
her eyes. She was originally a Congre- 
;ationalist, but upon her marriage 
transferred her allegiance to the Bap- 
ist denomination of her husband, and 
s now a member of the Euclid Ave- 
nue Baptist church in Cleveland 
As 


ong as her health permitted, she 
was never absent from her pew on 
Sunday. 


But it is in her home that she shows 


to her best advantage. 
To her guests 


she is a hostess royal 
Always she 


talks of those subjects which are 
closest to the hearts of those she en- 
tertains—the rare secret of a success- 
ful hostess. 
She makes all feel at 


ease at once. 
There is nothing of the 


snob in her. 
Lovable and companion- 


able at all times, she is a Tvoman to 
whom wealth has brought no change 
of character save to emphasize its 
highest qualities. 


In recent years she has been in very

The French posses a curious institu- 


tion in the form of an institute of zoo- 
logical psychology, established on a 
farm near Paris. This station com- 
prises meadows and barnyards, a 
stretch of forest and a large pond 
stocked with fish. Then, too, there are 
spacious buildings, including modern 
stables, a riding school, stalls for iso- 
lating animals under special observa- 
tion, an aquarium and a laboratory. A 
dovecote is placed upon the roof of the 
main building. 


It is reported by a scientist that an 


important conclusion reached by the 
students is that some animals possess 
a special sense whereby they can de 
tect the presence of water even though 
they cannot see it 
The experiments 


were undertaken at the suggestion of 
an Australian, who addressed the in 
stitution with reference to his expeii 
ences with sheep and oattie when be 
ing driven across country. 


In a place where the presence of 


water was wholly unexpected tho Aus- 
tralian noted some curious facts. The 
leading animals suddenly would lift 
their heads and draw long breaths 
'I hen they would abandon the beaten 
tracks and start running through the 
brush. Sometimes they would run for 
a mile and a "half to two miles, and 
could not be stopped by the drivers 
their course invariably leading to a 
pond or springs hitherto unknown.

Is Tobacco a Drug? 


An interesting case of splitting 


hairs has arisen in Ireland IB the- 
administration of the national insur- 
ance act as to whether tobacco Is a 
drug, a necessfty or a luxury, all three 
views being taken by different authori- 
ties, says London Tit-Bits. It appears 
that the superintending medical offi- 
cer of the Dublin district recommend- 
ed that a consumptive patient coming 
under the provisions of the act be 
given tobacco for smoking to comfort 
him in his last days, offering to pay 
for the weed himself, but the Insur- 
ance committee decided that the to- 
bacco was necessary to the patient's 
treatment and sent in the bill to the 
insurance commissioners. Two weeks 
later the local authorities received a 
lengthy communication demanding an 
explanation of their action in charging 
the government with a shilling's worth 
of tobacco. Their reply was that to- 
bacco was recognized as a drug in the 
British codex under the title of nlco- 
tiana tabacium and that It had been 
prescribed by a registered practitioner. 
Thereupon the commissioners consult- 
ed learned K. C.'s and they are still 
wrestling with the subject.

while the patient is dead, the tobacco 
has been smoked and the expense of 
the disputation has already reached a 
hundred times the cost of the original 
tin of shag.

New York.—In a secluded corner of 
the atate of New York, a quiet little 
old woman of soventy-flve years en- 
Joyed the realization of her her life’s 
ambition on Tuesday, September 8. 


On that morning she attained her 
golden wedding anniversary—the goal 
of her existence. 
Surrounded by all 
the luxuries that belong to the wife 
of the richest man in the world, she 
cares only for the pleasures of the

Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, one of the 
principals in a golden wedding anni­ 
versary that is gqlden In every sense, 
is the personification of simplicity in 
dress thought and manner.

that money brings until they reach 
an age sufficiently ripe to plan for 
golden weddings. 


So

Rockefeller 
anniversary, 
whlclf fell on September 8, was unique 
in many ways. 


It was in Cleveland, O., on a bright 
autumn day in 1864 that Laura Ce- 
lestia Spelman and John D. Rockefel­ 
ler took their nuptial vows. The bride­ 
groom was twenty-five and the bride 
was almost the same age, her birth­ 
day succeding her wedding day. 


Their romance had its foundation 
in an acquaintanceship when both 
were in grammar school at Cleveland, 
and ripened after Miss Spelman had 
finished her education at a boarding 
school in Worcester, Mass., and re­ 
turned in 1859 to Cleveland to teach. 
Mr. Rockefeller had been a clerk in 
a Cleveland commission house, but 
about this time he entered into the 
partnership of Clark & Rockefeller in 
the commission business, and laid the 
foundation for his fortune in furnish­ 
ing food supplies to the Union army 
at the outset of the Civil war.

The story of how Rockefeller rose 
to fortune subsequently by the forma­ 
tion of the successive concerns of Wil­ 
liam Rockefeller & Co., and the vari­ 
ous Standard Oil companies, culminat­ 
ing in the Standard trust, is familiar 
to almost every schoolboy.

Ho was an educator and a 
inember of the Ohio legislature. an 
ardent Congregatlon&list and aboli­ 
tionist. 
He removed to Cleveland 
when Laura was a child, 
in Cleve­ 
land she attended grammar school, 
and alter a course in the ICast taught 
in Cleveland for five years, giving up 
pedagogy lor matrimony.

and the daughter followed in her foot­ 
steps. 
She was indefatigable in her 
work for temperance, for the poor, 
for those ill.

Respite her Jong residence in New 
York city and her immense wealth, she 
never figured in the society of the 
metropolis. 
She sought, rather, the 
hospitals to visit, comfort nnd give 
financial help to those ill.

carrying flowers, 
She haa taken a 
deep interest In the welfare of col­ 
ored girls in the South, In which 
work her father waa intcreated before 
her.

Mrs. Rockefeller's chief occupation 
In life fiaa been the rearing of her 
four children. 
Another child died in 
Infancy. 
Society never claimed her 
from her children and sho never has 
had any Interest that waa considered 
as approaching her family In Impor­ 
tance. 


Mrs. Rockefeller trained her chil­ 
dren In the waya of thrift just as she 
might have done If she had expected 
that they would be compelled to make 
their own way in life. She set them 
an example in this respect in her 
manner of dreaa and in the direction 
of her household, even when this 
Involved the great home and grounds 
at Pocantico Hills, Tarrytown, N.

She suffered when 
her husbftnd faced numerous attacks 
in newspapers and magazines that 
had to do with his methods of making 
money and she sufTered when he was 
the defendant in several government 
prosecutions that were brought on for 
the same reason. 


But that practically was the only in­ 
terest she had in the money credited 
to her husband's account at the bank 
—or his numerous banks, to be ex­ 
act.

Is Tobacco a Drug? 


An Interesting case of splitting 
hairs has arisen In Ireland in tha* 
administration of the national insur­ 
ance act as to whether tobacco is a 
drug, a necessity or a luxury, ail three 
views being taken by different authori­ 
ties, says London Tit-Bits. It appears 
that the superintending medical offi­ 
cer of the Dublin district recommend­ 
ed that a consumptive patient coming 
under the provisions of the act be 
given tobacco for smoking to comfort 
him in his last days, offering to pay 
for the weed himself, but the insur­ 
ance committee decided that the to­ 
bacco was necessary to the patient's 
treatment and sent in the bill to the 
insurance commissioners. Two weeks 
later the local authorities received a 
lengthy communication demanding an 
explanation of their action in charging 
the government with a shilling's worth 
of tobacco. 
Their reply was that to­ 
bacco was recognized as a drug in the 
British codex under the title of nico* 
tiana tabaclum and that it had been 
prescribed by a registered practitioner. 
Thereupon the commissioners consult* 
ed learned K. C.'s and they are still 
wrestling with the subject.

expert, "why it was that the bear baa 
that peculiarly clumsy and apparently 
painful gait, but I never found any 
one who'could give me a satisfactory 
explanation of it, so I went out and 
killed a bear to hrid out for inyselt. 
The reason was a very simple one. 


"I found, In the first place, that the 


bear has no clavicles in the shoulder 
to keep the shoulder hones steadily 
apart, as is usual in animals, and con- 
sequently when the bear moves bis 
forelegs the shoulder blades work or 
elide loosely on the sides. 


"Then, again, the bear has the ankle 


joints of his hind legs plumb on the 
ground, or rather as parts of the hind 
feet. That peculiar structure gives the 
first joint of the hind legs a bend in 
the opposite direction from that which 
it has in the legs of other animals. 


"This loose and queer rigging of the 


Joints of the- legs and shoulders of the 
I 


bear gives him that odd wabble or ] 
shuffle with which he makes his way \ 
along, although clumsy and retarding 
as that gait appears, it can produce a 
speed and agility on occasion that is 
surprising. The broad base which the 
foot of the bear forms, moreover, gives 
the animal a steady and secure foot- 
ing, 
no matter what the appearance 


may he to the contrary. 


"The unique position of the hind 


ankle joints as to the formation of the 
hind feet is what enables the bear to 
rise to his feet with such facility, and 
to maintain a secure position standing 
erect, while he uses his forepaws in 
grasping or striking with his well- 
known readiness and effectiveness. 


"The absence of clavicles in the 


shoulders is what gives the bear the 
great hugging or compressing power 
in his forelegs, which is of the great- 
est service to him in climbing and in 
dealing with his foes. In fact, if he 
had the shoulder formation character- 
istic of other animals he could not 
climb a tree at all, for he could not ac- 
complish it by his claws as the cat and 
squirrel and raccoon and other animals 
of arboreal habit do, nor would the 
bear dog need to stand in fear of that 
terrible embrace of his."

Infantry Decides the Battle. 


While there have been many dis- 


cussions as to the relative value of 
the different branches of an army 
there is little doubt, according to a 
writer in the Scientific American, 
that it is the infantry that wins bat- 
tles. 


While it is probable the success of 


a battle will depend to a large extent 
on the support of the field artillery, It 
is certain that the principal and most 
important arm is the infantry, which 
in practically every case must decide 
the final issue. The cavalry may be 
the first to be drawn into a battle, 
and the artillery may destroy the en- 
emy's artillery, but a. battle is never 
won until the infantry ms driven back 
the enemy's lines. 


The usual mode of advancing for 


the infantry is to deploy them in a 
line with a long Interval between each 
soldier. 
This, naturally, is for the 


purpose of offering a smaller target 
for the enemy, but makes it more dif- 
ficult, however, for the leaders to 
keep as good control over the men, 
and for that reason one of the objects 
of field artillery is to make the en- 
emy's troops deploy early. ' 


The infantry soldier is armed in all 


the countries with a rifle and bayonet. 
The rifle is the -weapon upon which re- 
liance is placed, the bayonet .being 
used only as a last means, when in a 
hand-to-hand encounter with the en- 
emy.

“I waa long curious to know/* said 
a f l t a county, Pennsylvania, bear 
expert, “why it was that the bear has 
that peculiarly clumsy and spparcntly 
painful RAlt, but I never found any 
one who'could give me a satisfactory 
explanation of it, so I went out and 
killed a bear to find out for myself. 
The reason was a very simple one. 


“I found, In the first place, that the 
bdar has no clavicles in the shoulder 
to keep the shoulder bones steadily 
apart, as Is usual In animals, and con­ 
sequently when the bear moves his 
forelegs the shoulder blades work or 
slide loosely on the sides. 


“Then, again, the bear has the ankle 
joints of his hind legs plumb on the 
ground, or rather as parts of the hind 
feet. That peculiar structure gives the 
first Joint of the hind legs a bend in 
the opposite direction from that which 
it has in the legs of other animals. 


“This loose and queer rigging of the 
Joints of the legs and shoulders of tho 
bear gives him that odd wabble or 
shuffle with which he makes hJs way 
along, although clumsy and retarding 
as that gait appears, it can produce a 
speed and agility on occasion that is 
surprising. The broad base which the 
foot of the bear terms, moreover, gives 
the animal a steady and secure foot­ 
ing, no matter what the appearance 
may be to the contrary. 


“The unique position of the hind 
ankle joints as to the formation of the 
hind feet is what enables the bear to 
rise to his feet with such facility, and 
to maintain a secure position standing 
erect, while he uses his forepaws in 
grasping or striking with his well- 
known readiness and effectiveness. 


“The absence of clavicles in the 
shoulders is what gives the bear the 
great hugging or compressing power 
in his forelegs, which is of the great­ 
est service to him in climbing and in 
dealing with his foes. 
In fact, if he

Infantry Decldea the Battle. 


While there have been many dis­ 
cussions as to the relative value of 
the different branches of an army 
there is little doubt, according to a 
writer in the Scientific American, 
that it is the infantry that wins bat­ 
tles. 


While it is probable the success of 
a battle will depend to a large extent 
on the support of the field artillery, it 
is certain that the principal and most 
important arm is the Infantry, which 
in practically every case must decide 
the final issue. 
The cavalry may be 
the first to be drawn into a battle, 
and the artillery may destroy the en­ 
emy’s artillery, but a J>attle is never 
won until the Infantry I s driven back 
the enemy's lines. 


The usual mode of advancing for 
the infantry is to deploy them in a 
line with a long Interval between each 
soldier. 
This, naturally, is for the 
purpose of offering a smaller target 
for the enemy, but makes it more dif­ 
ficult, however, for the leaders to 
keep as good control over the men, 
and for that reason one of the objects 
of field artillery is to make the en­ 
emy's troops deploy early. 


The infantry soldier is armed in all 
tho countries with a rifle and bayonet. 
The rifle is the weapon upon which re- 
lianco is placed, tho bayonet .being 
used only as a last means, when In a 
hand-to-hand encounter with tho en« 
emy.

Set to rise, add 
a half cupful of raisins when knead­ 
ing it for tho flat loaf, cover with but­ 
ter, slices of apple, sugar and cinna­ 
mon and bake when twice its bulk. 


Cottage Pudding With Raisin Saucs. 
—Beat half a cupful of butter to a 
cream; add a cupful of sugar, add 
two yolks and one white, well beaten, 
then alternate one cupful of milk with 
two cupfuls of flour sifted writh three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder; add a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, bsut 
well and pour into a shallow pan to 
bako a half hour. Serve cut in squares

Sultana Sauce.—Simmer a half cup­ 
ful of raisins In a cupful of boiling 
wrater until tender, an hour will be 
none too long-, add a level tablespoon­ 
ful of cornstarch mixed wfIth half a 
cupful of cold water and lot cook ten 
minutes; add two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, a cupful of sugar and a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, 


Frssh Fish Balls.—With a silver 
fork pick somo remnants of cooked 
fish and sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Pass through a vegetable ricor a few 
hot boiled potatoes, to these add a 
little fish stock or sauce or cream, 
also salt, pepper and beat as fo* 
mashed potatoes. To tho fish add just 
enough of tho hot potato to hold V e 
fish together. 
Shape into balls, roll 
in crumbs and egg, then in ilne 
crumbs, and fry in deep fat.

That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and the 
same is hereby, proposed, in accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section one of article eight, which 


reads as follows: 


"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 


one years of ago. possessing the following 
qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at 
all elections, subject, however, to suet 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 


"First He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month, 


"Second. He shall have resided in the 


State one year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he shall have removed 
therefrom and returned, then sis months) 
Immediately preceding the election. 


"Third. He shall have resided in the 


flection district where he shall offer to 
rote at least two months 
immediately 


preceding the election. 


"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or fe- 


male, of twenty-one years of age, possess- 
ing the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections, subject, 
however, to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as the 
General Assembly may enact: 


First. He or she shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
la proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania.

Amend section eight, article nine of the

sent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
Buch assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum. In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter Incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to bo owned by said city and county of

against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided." so that it shall read as follows: 


The Genern' Assembly may enact laws 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases ot 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in death, and regard- 
less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini- 
mum limits thereof, and providing spe- 
cial or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted. 
No act shall prescribe any 


limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed by 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now exist- 
ing are avoided.

The Genera1 Assembly may enact laws 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea­ 
sonable compcnsailon for injuries to em­ 
ployees arising in the course of their em­ 
ployment, and for occupational diseases of 
employees, whether or not such Injuries 
or diseases result in death, and regard­ 
less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini­ 
mum limits thereof, and providing spe 
clal or general remedies for tho collec­ 
tion thereof, but In no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for Injuries resulting in 
death, or for Injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and in case of death from such in­ 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted.
